It is simply ridicu- 
lous to think of military succese in Indian 
war when control of operations is in the 
hands of othera than those directly engaged 
in the contlict, 

To ask for a distinct Department would 
seem to be the first step to be taken by the 
Legislature, and the next matter of conse- 
quence is to apply for an addition to the mil- 
itary force here, which is wholly inadequate 
to cope with the number of hostile Indians 
now to be fought. Whether this force shall 
be from the regular army, or whether it is 
best to raise it from our own people is a ques- 
tion that the Legislators must decide. The 
eflicrency of the companies of the first regi- 
ment of Arizona Volunteers (although but 
four compamies wero in the field,) was such 
as to lead the people to wish for another 
trial of such troops, and now that the Ter- 
ritories east of the Rocky Mountains are au- 
thorized to raise regiments of their own it 
may be that an appeal from our suffering peo- 
ple will be listened to. There is every rea- 
son to believe that a regiment of Arizona Vol- 
untecrs, well officered, can be of the greatest 
service in ridding the country of the savages, 
and making the security of lfe and property 
here such that business can be carried on 
with some degree fs success and satisfac- 
tion. 


Cauirornia Recrurts,—The detachment 
of recruits which arrived at Camp Whipple 
last week, has been assigned to companies 
B and L'8th U. S. Cavalry. Capt, John S.

THE LEGISLATIVE OATH. 


As there has been some talk this year, ñl- 
thoughless than heretofore, regarding the 
necessity of the members of the Legislature 
taking the oath of July 2, 1862, or the “‘iron- 
clad” ag it is commonly called here, we 
print the following letter to the Governor 
in answer to one sent by him, while in San 
Franeisco last winter, at the time there was 
trouble on the subject in Idaho. 

Tt will be seen that the outcry made by 
certain partics here against the Legislatures 
being content with the simple oath as pre 
scribed hy the Code of the Territory, is in 
no wise sustamed, and the authorities cer- 
tainly are suchas should satisfy every one 
that the Coevernment does not require that 
the members of the Legislature should take 
the “iron-clad :”

Dran Sin:—Your favor of the 22d ult.
